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Town Hits Brakes on 
Truck Beach Access

he Town of East Hampton is begrudgingly enforcing ° 


a New York State court order prohibiting off-roaders 
from driving on Truck Beach in Napeague oa the town 
recently lost a lawsuit over access. 

After a panel of appeals court judges in Rebtuary over- 
turned a lower court’s ruling that the beach was public 
and not private land, the court and town initially still al- 
lowed drivers access to go fishing at the about 4,0000-foot 
stretch of sand west of Napeague State Park. But on June 
4 the court granted a group of homeowners a temporary 
restraining order prohibiting any public access at all, nix- 
ing the surf-caster exemption, while the town considers its 
next move. 

“We need to take every step necessary in order to insure 


our traditional beach access rights, no matter where they ~ 


are within the township, and I’m committed to using every 


possible means to do so,” East Hampton Town Supervisor © 


Peter Van Scoyoc said at a town board work session on June 
8. “But in the interim we're asking the public to just be pa- 
tient and comply until we get further clarification and chart 
our next step.” 

The state Supreme Court rejected in 2016 four homeown- 
ers associations’ lawsuit claiming that Truck Beach was 
private, based on an 1882 land sale by the Town Trustees to 
Arthur Benson, and that ownership was included in subse- 
quent property deeds. But the Appellate Division, Second 
Judicial Department reversed that ruling this winter. 

Van Scoyoc said the town is weighing its legal options. It 
can appeal the ruling to the state’s highest court, the Court 
of Appeals. It can also initiate condemnation proceedings 
over the beach to insure public access by taking the land 
through eminent domain. 


If the town succeeds, it would have to pay for the ocean-. 


front property out of its own coffers, as the Community 
Preservation Fund, an open space acquisition program fed 
by a 2% real estate transfer tax, cannot be used for con- 
demnations. 

“The CPF law expressly prohibits i its use for condemna- 
tion of land,” said state Assemblyman Fred Thiele (I-Sag 
Harbor), who oversees the program. “Another source of 
funds would be needed.”

Stomski was a Jamesport resident with her 
husband, Rob, and three children: Madison, 
Morgan and Quinn. Rob and their two daugh- 
ters were there for the announcement (and an 
associated fundraiser by the team) along with 
Keri’s sister, Jill, and Rob’s father. 

“Keri was the inspiration for our new Stage 


IV program,” according to Melanie McEvoy 
Zuhoski, who met her during her own treat-

ment. “She was a strong advocate for metastat- 


ic breast cancer patients and raised everyone’s 
awareness about the need for more research 
that would give Stage IV patients a better 
chance for a longer life.” 

The North Fork Breast Health Coalition ini- 
tiated the Keri Lynn Stromski Stage IV Breast 
Cancer Research and Support Fund with funds 
raised from the organization’s first Pink Pearl 
Raffle. It was a socially distanced event held 
at the organization’s sanitized office in early 
spring, which was usually the time the annual 
Pink Pearl Gala would have been held. 

“We have expanded our mission,” says Susan 
Ruffini, NFBHC president.

Southampton Town OKs Shinnecock 


Burial Site Preservation

he Southampton 

Town Board unani- 
mously approved on 
June 8 a measure that 
will protect the Schin- 
necock Indian Nation’s 
ancestral burial grounds 
from developers. 

Members of the Shin- 
necock Nation have been 
trying to protect for 
years the land known as 
Sugar Loaf Hill located 
on Montauk Highway 
in Southampton. The 
private property will be © 
purchased by the Pecon- 
ic Land Trust, which will 
demolish the home on 
the hill and return it to 
its natural state. 

“I think it is a sig-, 
nificant step forward 
in terms of recogniz- 
ing some of the harm 
that has been done, but 
also in terms of taking 
a small step toward cleansing a historic wound that 
is quite deep,” Southampton Town Supervisor Jay 
Schneiderman said. 

Shinnecock Nation Chairman Bryan Polite cheered 
the decision along with fellow tribe members and 
supporters, including Pink Floyd singer Roger Wa- 


~ ters, who has a house in Bridgehampton. 
_ “I cannot express enough how appreciative the. 
Shinnecock Nation is for this town board to put away 


some of the past friction between the Shinnecock Na-

Peconic Land Trust’s founder John v.H. Halsey 
said the nonprofit will work with the tribe on how to 
preserve the land. 

“It is our intent to manage this land with the Shin- 
necock people, the ultimate stewards, as a place for 
their ancestors to rest in peace, as well as a place 
for the public to enjoy its beauty and to learn about 
the history and culture of the Shinnecock Nation,”

O n May 27, 
the East 
Hampton Town 
Board voted 
unanimously to 

solve the horrendous 
traffic problem observed over each 
Memorial Day Weekend by creating 
more Hamptons. As a result, the num- 
ber of Hamptons villages and hamlets 
will increase from the current 20 to 
35. The new ones will be at the west- 
ern end of Suffolk County so motorists 
can get to one of the new Hamptons 
before they get to the old ones further 
east which are, frankly, full up. 

The new Hamptons will come into 
being in two ways. One way is to put 
new Hamptons in Brookhaven farm 
fields. These should be ready by the 
summer season of 2022. 

An immediate way to create new 
Hamptons was approved, however. 
The existing towns in the west end 
of the county will voluntarily become 
Hamptons simply by changing their 
names. Smithtown will be renamed 
Smith Hampton. Mastic will become 
Sunrise Hamptons and Calverton 
will become Hampton Farms. Other 
villages approved for this change by 
the Hampton Council include Center 
Moriches, East Moriches, Patchogue, 
Medford, Yaphank, Miller Place, 
Manorville, Shirley, Holbrook, Bohe- 
mia, Sayville and Ronkonkoma. Urged 
on by their chambers of commerce, 
representatives of all these communi- 
ties attended this meeting as guests 
and agreed to immediately make the 
change. The 11 new villages of Hamp- 
ton Cliffs, Hampton Roads, Hampton 
Valley, Hampton Flats, Hampton by 
the Bay, Whale Ho Hampton, Surf 
Hampton, Hampton by the Fencepost, 
Literary Hampton, Art Hampton and 
Hampton Wind respectively will have 
the change in place by the Fourth of 
July weekend this year. With this ap- 
proval, sign painters can now work fu- 
riously creating signs along the Long 


Island Expressway beginning 
at Exit 60 indicating the new 
names of these communities. 

With this in place, it is 
expected that as many as 1 
million new carloads of east- 
bound people per day will exit 
the Long Island Expressway 
earlier and spend their days 
in the new group of Hamp- 
tons, thus relieving the traffic 
pressure on the real Hamp- 
tons farther east. 

Of course, nothing happens 
at these Hampton town board 
meetings without some sort 
of cost. And it took nearly five 
hours of discussion to figure 
out ways to pay for this. 

The new Hamptons be- 
ing built in empty fields will 
be constructed by building 
contractors receiving part of 
President Biden’s new $2 tril- 
lion infrastructure spending 
bundle. 

The existing towns tak- 
ing on the Hamptons name 
will pay between $10 and $15 
million as a one-time charge 
to the cluster of village and 
town governments in the old 
Hamptons. In exchange, the four larg- 
est communities changing their names 
will be the recipients of four of the 
five 19th-century wooden windmills 
that currently stand in East Hampton 
Town. All the other new communities 
will receive replica windmills cre- 
ated to be duplicates of the four being 
moved, with minor details changed so 
as to give surface individuality. 

Representatives of the “new” Hamp- 
tons fought long and hard to get these 
windmills, both real and fake. One at 
a time, they insisted they couldn’t be a 
Hampton unless they had a windmill, 
either in their community or in an ad- 
jacent community. 

For a long time during this extend- 
ed meeting, the holdup was from the 
representatives from East Hampton 
who were reluctant to give up four of 
the five windmills in that town. (The

East Hampton windmills are at Wain- 
scott in the Georgica Association, at 
the east end of Main Street at Hook 
Mill, at the west end of Main Street at 
Home Sweet Home, at the former Gar- 
diner property at the cemetery and on 
Gardiners Island on the shoreline fac- 
ing Springs.) So the outcome hinged 
on the cooperation of the Town of Eas 
Hampton. 
The meeting got pretty rowdy for 
a half-hour during which the repre- 
sentatives from East Hampton had 
to survive being called a bunch of 
names including “hog,” “spoilsport” 
and “Democrat,” but in the end, after 
realizing that the weekend was ap- 
proaching and horrendous traffic was 
once again building, they realized they 
might not even be able to get home at 
the end of the meeting, and so finally, 
they gave way and reluctantly agreed 
that Wainscott, Gardiners Island, Gar- 


yoptions — 


diner and Home Sweet Home 
would have to go and they 
could keep the Hook Mill on 
the triangle in the very center 
of town. 

A few other matters were 
dealt with quickly after the 
applause died down with this 
main agreement. 

It was decided that the 
two-year-old left-turn hat 
program, where motorists 
pay $150 to obtain and wear 
a red baseball cap with the 
letter “L” on it so motorists 
without the hats will give way 
when the hat wearer signals a 
left turn, was a complete fail- 
ure and these hats should be 
rounded up and burned in a 

bonfire. 

A proposal by Shelter Is- 


stating that the Island should 
never be considered a Hamp- 
ton. The Island’s mill is on the 
Sylvester Manor property. 
And the new parking regu- 
lations going into effect be- 
ginning on the Friday of Me- 
morial Day weekend, where 
motorists in East Hampton 
and Sag Harbor Village can park only 
by registering a parking space on an 
app was officially approved. 
Also approved for discussion at the 
next council meeting next week is a 
proposal to consider renaming “North 
Fork” as “Hamptons Fork.” The com- 
munities of Aquebogue, Greenport,

in favor. But New Suffolk, Cutchogue,

Also on the agenda for the next 
meeting is a proposal to change the 
name of Sunrise Highway to Sunset 
Highway, which will thus encourage 
motorists to consider driving west 
back to the city rather than east to the 
sunrise and Montauk. 

Thus the meeting ended and every- 
one rushed out to their cars. 
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African American Museum Opens

DBs been a long/A long time com- 
ing/But I know, a change gonna 
come. — Sam Cooke 

Brenda Simmons beams as she 
discusses the opening of the South- 
ampton African American Museum 
on June 19, or Juneteenth. But there 
is also more than a twinge of exhaus- 
tion. As Sam Cooke says, it’s been a 
long time coming. But now, through 
stops and starts and more stops and 
more starts, the former barber shop 
and hair cutting salon on North Sea 
Road, known as Randy’s Barbershop 
and as a gathering spot for the black 
community over decades, will now 
open its doors to the public as a mu- 
seum celebrating the African Ameri- 
can community in the Hamptons. 

Juneteenth recognizes the day that 
the last enslaved people were emanci- 
pated on June 19, 1865. For many, it 
is considered this country’s true Inde- 
pendence Day, and an auspicious time 
to open the museum. 

The barbershop and women’s hair- 
cutting salon had two different. en- 
trances—one for the men and one 
for the women. Simmons, executive 
director of SAAM, should know. Her 
aunt, Evelyn Baxter, ran the beauty 
shop, and Brenda spent her childhood 
hanging out there, answering phones, 
running to the deli for the employees, 
and has fond memories of the build- 
ing and the people. 

On one wall of the museum is a mu- 
ral by Shinnecock artist David Bunn 
Martine, which memorializes many of 
the people who lived and worked and 
died here, including Simmons’s Aunt 
Evelyn, and her dad, Noah Simmons, 
who was the cook at the Cottage Inn 
in East Hampton, a juke joint visited 
in its day by luminaries such as James 
Brown and the Lovin’ Spoonful. 

Although the mural is officially be- 
ing unveiled on June 18 at a VIP event 
prior to the opening, we were allowed 
to see a few images, including Eman- : : LS :

“There's a story there, I’m sure,” says 
Simmons with a smile. 

And the museum holds many sto- 
ries and the rich history of the African 
American community in the Hamp- 
tons. 

There’s Pyrrhus Concer (1814-1897), 


who, according to Taylor Vecsey in an 


article in Dan’s Papers “was born in 
Southampton on March 17, 1814 to his 
enslaved mother, Violet. Concer inher- 
ited her status as the property of Cap- 
tain Nathan Cooper, who would sell 
him five years later to the Pelletreau 
family for $25 (equivalent to $513 to- 
day). When he was freed as an adult, he 
became a ‘greenie’ whaler and moved 
up the ranks to the vital role of boat- 
steerer.” 

His portrait, as imagined by Mar- 
tine, depicts him as half-man, half- 
whale. 

There is much to look at in the mural, 
including more recent stories about 
Randy Conquest, who is painted into 
the mural more than once. 

_ “Tn 1969, Conquest had the oppor- 
tunity to open a shop in Southampton 
on Maple Avenue near the railroad sta- 
tion,” writes Valerie Bando-Meinken. 
“Randy’s Barbershop became the first 
African American barber shop in the 
community. The shop became a social 
meeting place as customers enjoyed its 
friendly, comfortable, and welcoming 
atmosphere. 

“We had a lot of hangers-on, Con- 
quest said. “They'd come in and get a 
haircut and share funny stories. One 
day, ‘Bub’ Seymour told us about the 
time Sugar Ray Robinson’s training 
guy couldn't make it to the workout. 
They told Bub to get in the ring with

Ray and Ray hit him so hard that he 
thought he’d never get up! We were 
never short of good stories.” 

And those stories, Simmons says, 
are being put on tape as well, for pos- 
terity. 

In the meantime, the museum opens 
its doors with artifacts of all ages cel-

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East Hampton Airport’s Environmental Impact

he most egregious sole-source en- 
vironmental problem on the East 
End of Long Island and the largest 


contributor to climate deterioration is — 


East Hampton Airport. 

The aircraft using this facility gener- 
ate approximately 51.5 million pounds 
of carbon emissions annually, a hugely 
negative amount, equivalent to 30,000 
households each burning 57 propane 
tanks per year. Unimaginably, piston 
engine planes still use leaded fuel (av- 
gas), which is doubly poisonous. Lead 
is particularly harmful to children, in- 
cluding those going to preschool right 


next to the airport. Air pollution im- 


pacts all of us. 

In addition to air pollution, fire- 
retardant foam used earlier at the 
airport during crashes and drills is re- 
sponsible for seriously contaminating 
our aquifer while ruining hundreds of 
individual wells, resulting in the cre- 
ation of a New York State Superfund 
site with a cleanup cost of $32 million 
and growing. The incessant loud, low- 
flying aircraft also create noise and vi- 
sual pollution, impinging on the men- 
tal well-being of thousands of Long 
Islanders beneath the flight paths on 
both forks and all the way to New York 
City. In 2019 there were 50,000 com- 
plaints from nearly 600 households on 
the East End alone. Stop the Chop NJ/ 
NY has noted that much of the inces- 
sant helicopter traffic is destined for 
East Hampton. They hate it too. 

Ominously, there is the constant 
threat of a crash that could kill citi- 
zens in their homes as well as instigate 
a wildfire that might quickly burn 
out of control. There have been seven 
documented crashes at or near East 
Hampton since 2004, and who knows 
how many near misses. More than 
once I have seen three different types 
of aircraft flying in three different 
directions right over our home. East 
Hampton is the only airport I know of 
where aircraft routinely fly in and fly 
out on the same flight paths, relying 
solely on visual distancing. Insane is 
what a sane person would call this. 

Currently, there are 20,000 opera- 
tions a year, many of them large jets 
and helicopters with just one, or even 
no passengers if returning, generating 
an enormous and unnecessary carbon 
footprint. Even with the pandemic, to- 
tal flights were only down 15% for 2020 
(after years of continuing increases), 
and year-round daily commuting rose 
significantly, as KHTO has expanded 
from a seasonal to a year-round travel

hub. Those impacted have no safe and 
quiet days—ever. 

The New York Times has stated 
that the wealthiest 1% of the popula- 
tion generate more carbon emissions 
than the bottom 50% combined. The 
airport is used by a miniscule, though 
highly entitled, percentage of the 
population, few of whom are year- 
round residents, all of whom could 
get to the East End by other travel 
means. The primary economic ben- 
efit goes to out-of-town operators and 
the sole aviation fuel business, which 
pumps nearly one million gallons of 
jet and leaded fuel at the airport each 
year. There is no genuine economic 
justification for the Town to continue 
enabling this pollution. This is really 
about the “pollution of convenience”, 
and the environment and those living 
in it be damned. 

Now aircraft operators will tell you 
of the great economic benefit of the 
airport, in addition to their charitable 
acts of flying puppies in. However, 
in the very report that they commis- 
sioned from their consulting firm, 
EBP, the economic benefit figure ar- 
rived at was $77 million. That may 
sound like a lot of money, but it is actu- 
ally just 3% of the economy of the East 
End, again using EBP’s own numbers. 
And it falsely assumes that every per- 
son coming via-the airport would not 
come if the airport were not available. 
One would more logically assume 


that at least half of those folks would 
still visit the Hamptons, but by other 
means. That reduces the “economic 
benefit” to 1.5%. Thus, the true benefit 
is negligible. (These figures have been 
confirmed by East Hampton Town’s 
own economic impact study.) 

And what about the harmful eco- 
nomic impact of the airport: the air 
and water and lead pollution, the psy- 
chological toll of unhealthy noise lev- 
els, the reduced property values and 
tax revenues of thousands of homes 
in the flight paths, the unavailability 
of 570 acres of public land, and all the 
potential jobs that would be created 
if that land were repurposed for the 
common good? All that is simply ig- 
nored in their “study”. 

Resistance to environmental pres- 
ervation routinely cloaks itself in 
fear of untenable economic damage. 
However, a clean and healthy natural 
environment has been the single most 
essential economic driver of the East 
End for well over a century. Unbridled 
development, human folly, and an out- 
of-control airport are truer threats to 


our economy and to our community © 


itself. I’m not recommending that we 
close the bays and beaches for good- 
ness’ sake, but rather that we once 
again allow people to enjoy them in 
natural tranquility, as they used to be 
so treasured. 

In East Hampton Town’s discus- 
sions of environmental sustainability, 


the recent call for a “Climate Emer- 
gency,” and the resultant end to all un- 
necessary carbon emissions, we surely 
must deal with the greatest polluter in 
our midst. For anyone truly concerned 
about the climate crisis, reducing un- 
necessary carbon emissions has to be 
the primary goal, yes? Then we can 
enact a long overdue solution to our 
transportation problem by building a 
low impact high speed rail line from 
NYC. 

At this time, with the Town of East 
Hampton regaining full control of 
KHTO in September 2021, environ- 
mental advocates and beleaguered 
citizens are calling for an essential re- 
envisioning that would turn our big- 
gest polluter into arguably our greatest 
environmental achievement. This is 
hardly an extreme position; it is com- 
mon sense. To close the airport and 
transform the available portion of the 
vast property into unspoiled, safe and 
quiet habitat, nature centers, hiking 
and biking trails, recreational spaces, 
community gardening, green busi- 
nesses, a solar field, and reforested ar- 
eas with native species, would be the 
finest measure for East End preserva- 
tion in decades—as well as a powerful 
national example as we move toward 
solving the global climate crisis.

disclosure; I am not a pilot, nor 
do I own a plane or helicopter. I am 
a full time resident of the Hamptons for 


more than 30 years. I practice medicine. ™ 


here and run a not-for-profit dedicated 
to supporting the medical needs of our 
community, our hospitals and our first 
responders. 

I am writing this letter to caution all 
those involved in seeking the closure 
of East Hampton Airport to “be care- 
ful what you wish for.” While increased 
usage of the airport, particularly heli- 
copter usage, is reflective of the growth 
of the Hamptons and does come with 


additional challenges, a common sense 
approach to mitigating such challenges 


needs to prevail. Closing one of the most 
important and irreplaceable elements of 
critical infrastructure on eastern Long 
Island is not a sensible solution to ad- 
dress the nuisance complaints being 
raised by a group of adjacent property 
owners who voluntarily chose to buy 
property next to an airport. Such pur- 
chases were made at lower prices that 
reflected each property's location being 
proximate to an industrial economic de- 
- velopment zone anchored by a busy air- 
port. While I am sensitive to seeing what 
can be sensibly and reasonably done to 
address any fact-driven complaints, let 
us make sure this does not become a case 
of seeking a property value windfall for a 
small group of owners at the expense of 
the entire community. As I will briefly 
describe below, the airport has a wide 
ranging set of economic, employment, 
preparedness, and life safety functions, 
the loss of which affects thousands of 
people throughout the Hamptons. 

A quick history: The airport was con- 
structed in 1936-1937 under the federal 
Work Projects Administration (WPA), 
and has been continuously running as 
a municipal airport since that time. Of 
interesting historical note, during the 
years 1945-1949, the airport was oper- 
ated by two women, Charlotte Niles and 
Margaret Lowell-Wallace, who were 
World War II Woman Aviation Service 
Pilot veterans. The airport was always 
intended to serve as a vital economic en- 
gine for the growth of the area. The air- 
port was expanded in 1942 to its current 
runway lengths with $500,000 in fund- 
ing provided by the Civil Aeronautics 
Authority and the U.S. Department of 
Commerce. The last report I saw on the

economic contributions of the airport 
was completed by New York University in 
2013. Although now dated, and probably 
significantly understated, at that time 
the airport represented about 8% of the 
town’s total employment, approximately 
$13 million in local payroll contribu- 
tion and more than $48 million in local 
economic revenue. Given the growth in 
airport usage and the growth in the ad- 
jacent industrial park since the date of 
that report, I would venture a guess that 
the numbers are substantially higher as 
of 2021. Given that the proposed 2021 
Town of East Hampton Budget is $82.6 
million, the size and importance of the 
economic contributions being generated 
by the airport alone come into sharp fo- 
cus. 

Is anyone proposing to study the 
economic, community, and personal 
impacts a closure would trigger? The 
permanent loss of good paying jobs, 
the resulting family financial failures, a 
substantial loss of revenue to the town, 
lost emergency functions capability, 
declining local merchant revenues, and 
lost philanthropy and community sup- 
port are all to be expected and should be 
carefully quantified before any closure 
decision be seriously considered. Like- 


wise, would the town then turn around 
and substantially increase the property 
assessments of those signing the nui- 
sance complaints to offset these dramat- 
ic losses to the community? What about 
the longtime tax-paying residents whose 
livelihoods, homes and families are de- 
pendent on employment associated with 
the operations of the airport? Where do 
their lives and their children’s lives get 
studied in aclosure decision? I have spent 
a great deal of my non-practice time over 
the last three decades raising funds for 
medical causes. The last 15 months of 
COVID on the East End has involved the 
busiest and deepest outreach for philan- 
thropy I have ever undertaken to provide 
PPE, ventilators, Covid testing, medical 
transportation, nursing assistance, and 
specialist care to every affected person 
in our community. The enormity of the 
funds we raised would not have been 
possible without. the philanthropy of 
many of the users of East Hampton Air- 
port. These same families, individuals 
and companies are also the ones that 
give generously over the years to local 
land preservation organizations, local 
churches and synagogues, clean water 
causes, children’s initiatives, the arts or- 
ganizations, and animal welfare. ‘Let us 


be wise and be studied before a closure 
decision based on noise and scheduling 
is made (which are mitigatable and sub- 
ject to improvement from technological 
advances), which decision could lead us 
to a place of irreconcilable losses that are 
not mitigatable. 

Fellow community members, this is 
not a time for emotional or premature 
decision making. The claims that have 
been raised should be examined, un- 
derstood and solutions crafted. Such 
solutions would ideally include both cur- 
rent best practices and soon to be avail- 
able technologies as deemed feasible. 
My brief investigation of technology in 
development, some with near-term de- 
ployment dates, include much quieter 
and more efficient helicopters, and next- 
generation electric flying vehicles being 
developed by several companies that are 
intended to launch well before the end of 
the decade (think helicopter replacement 
2.0). What is normal and noisy now is 
well on its way to being obsolete in the 
very near future. Therefore, I encourage 
the various parties to come together on 
ways to improve the airport and its ca- 


_ pabilities to support all of us on the East 


End, rather than to seek its closure for 
the benefit of a few.

Bee again, Dan’s Papers is fea- 
turing the work of Michael 
Butler, board member and former 
president of the Eastville Community 
Historical Society, among his many 
other community involvements. 
We had a chance to talk with Butler 
about this charming and somewhat 
mythological piece that spotlights 
our beautiful waters and marine life. 


What is this piece called? It 
has a mythological feel to it. 

The title of the painting is Baleen 
in Blue, which I completed in 2018. It 
is an image of a finback whale which 
is typically brownish-gray in color, 
not blue. Finbacks are baleen whales 
meaning that instead of teeth they 
filter their food (squid, herring, krill) 
through the baleen. The two squid 
are there to represent some of these 
food sources. You might correctly say 
that it is a somewhat fictionalized 
portrayal. Finbacks whales are the 
next-largest whale after blue whales. 
The two have been known to mate 
thus producing hybrid offspring. 


This piece was in a show last 
year at the Eastville Community 
Historical Society, Genesis and 
Transcendence. Can you talk a 
little about that show and about

the ECHS? 
Baleen in Blue has been exhib- 
ited at the Sag Harbor Whaling and 
Historical Museum, the Eastville 
Community Historical Society, and 
Amagansett Library.. The exhibit at 
ECHS was especially meaningful as 
it was basically a retrospective of my 
work spanning a period of 30 years. 
More than 45 paintings were in that 


‘exhibit. And of course, ECHS is very 


near and dear to me as I have served 
as recording secretary, vice-presi- 
dent and president of the organiza- 
tion, as well as having been a board 
member for many years. The “Gen- 
esis” portion of the title refers back to 
my Melting Pot series of paintings of - 
which my first Dan’s Papers cover is 
typical. These works portrayed peo- 
ple of various races and backgrounds 
of which African American commu- 
nities are comprised. The “Transcen- 
dence” part of the title refers to the 
sense of limitlessness or of going be- 
yond the normal physical boundaries 
to that space where many artists and 
creatives find themselves. 


You’ve been coming out here 
since you were a kid. What’s one 
of your earliest East End memo-. 
ries? 

One of my earliest memories of the 
East End, or the country as we called 
it when I was a child, is of the early

morning mists rising off the farms 
along Scuttlehole Road-as the sun 
rose. Another clear memory is that of 
staying in one of the cottages owned 
by my great-uncle. I was probably 
about 3-4 years old, From the upper 
floor one could see the channel mark- 
ers in the bay blinking at night. I had 
not realized until now that I have 
incorporated various versions of that 
scene into several of my paintings. 


The background seems 
cracked, like glass. Are you try- 
ing to tell us something? 

The background of the painting 
with the crackling effect is based upon 
the frescoes found in the ancient Mi- 
noan and Cretan civilizations. Mytho- 
logical and ancient themes are often 
depicted in my paintings. I wanted to 
create the effect of a wall fresco that 
had been unearthed after centuries of 
obscurity but still has a fresh, modern 
aspect. A whale seemed a natural fit, 
as I painted it during my term of em- 
ployment at the SHW&HM. 


Dan’s Papers is proud to fea- 
ture your work again on its cov- 
er. This cover coincides with Ju- 
neteenth and the opening of the 
Southampton African American 
Museum. How do you feel about 
that? 


I am really pleased and proud that | 


my painting has been chosen to coin- 
cide with the upcoming Juneteenth 
commemorations and the opening of 
the Southampton African American 
Museum. This opening has been long 
awaited and a lot of blood, sweat and 


tears of numerous people have gone 
into bringing that dream to fruition. 
I have known Brenda Simmons for 
many years and she has helped to 
boost my art career by including me in 
several exhibits that she has curated. 

Frankly, regarding Juneteenth, I 
was not familiar with that holiday 
until my brother, Dr. Martin Butler 
and I curated an exhibit on African 
American holidays and celebrations 
for ECHS over 15 years ago. These 
included Pinkster, Watch Night, 
Jonkonnu and Juneteenth. Although 
it was not part of my family’s tradition 
it is indeed gratifying to see that more 
of these are moving into mainstream 
culture. 


As a self-taught artist, who are 
other artists whose work you 
admire and why? 

Other artists whom I admire...so 
many: Henri Rousseau for his use of 
jewel tones and depictions of the out- 
doors; Aaron Douglas for his shad- 
ows and beams of light which high- 
light his subject matter; and local 
artist Barbara Hadden for her great 
Sag Harbor scenes.

James Mercer Langston Hughes was a leader of the Harlem Renaissance—a poet, . 


social activist, novelist, playwright and columnist. 


After graduating high school in Cleveland, he soon began studies at Columbia Uni-. 
versity. Although he dropped out from Columbia, he gained notice from New York. 
publishers, first in The Crisis magazine, and then from book publishers. He eventu- — 


ally graduated from Lincoln University. In addition to poetry, Hughes wrote plays and 
short stories, and also published several non-fiction works. 

From 1942 to 1962, as the civil rights movementwas gaining traction, he wrote an 
in-depth weekly column in a leading black newspaper, The Chicago Defender. Hughes 
was a frequent guest in William Pickens’ Sag Harbor house in the early 1950s. 

One of the innovators of jazz poetry, his well-known poems include “The Negro 
Speaks of Rivers,” “Mother to Son,” and “Harlem:” 

What happens to a dream deferred? 

Does it dry up 

like a raisin in the sun? 

Or fester like a sore— 

And then run? 

Does it stink like rotten meat? 

Or crust and sugar over— 

like a syrupy sweet? 

Maybe it just sags 

like a heavy load. 

Or does it explode?

Amaza Lee Meredith 
(1895-1984) : 


“Amaza Lee Meredith is our patron saint of architecture and edu- 
cation in the arts; a designer of buildings that become homes that 
build communities,” says Fischl. 

‘Amaza Lee Meredith was an American architect, educator and art- 
ist, best known locally for creating the Azurest community. 

Meredith was unable to formalize her profession as an architect 
because of “both her race and her sex,” and instead founded the art 
department at Virginia State University, where she also worked as a 
teacher. She is best known for her residence, Azurest South, built in 
1939, where she and her partner Edna Meade Colson resided together. 

Despite having no formal training in architecture, Meredith de- 
signed many homes for family and friends in Virginia, New York 
and Texas. Azurest South is considered a rare example of Virginia’s 
International Style and displays her interest in avant-garde design. 
Meredith actively documented her lifestyle and accomplishments at 
Azurest though photographs. 

In 1947, Meredith began developing a 120-lot subdivision in Sag 
Harbor called Azurest North for her family and friends. She and her 
friends created the Azurest Syndicate, which enabled the creation of 
an African American leisure community. Terry Cottage and Edendot 
were both designed by Meredith. In 1958, she retired from teaching 
but continued to design buildings and paint throughout the ‘60s. In 
the “7os, Meredith designed logos to be used for a proposed name 
change for the National Association for the Advancement of Colored 
People (NAACP).

Scientists also think about 2.6% 
have an overactive mind’s eye which 
gets you to visualize things that never 
turn out to happen. They call this syn- 
drome “hyperaphantasia.” 

If I say don’t 
think of a blue elephant, almost every- 
body will immediately visualize a blue 
elephant. 

It seems to me there is a lot more to 
this. It explains why George Washing- 
ton on his white horse could prance 


around at the head of his troops during 


a battle and exhibit no fear of getting 
shot. He's got aphantasia. 

It explains why others, also on a 
horse, will see the enemy and run for 
cover. That’s what most of us would do. 
Mind’s eye is intact. 

But then there will be those who will 
simply go off on a tear on horseback 


-and keep going to the next county. 


These folks have hyperaphantasia and 
have already visualized themselves 
getting shot. 

Someday there will be a pill for ei- 
ther aphantasia or hyperaphantasia. 
Or maybe we already have one for hyp- 
eraphantasia: Xanax. 


Feel Sorry for Alexa 

Another study shows that humans 
don’t feel sorry for robots. If a car be- 
hind you wants to pass and there's 
somebody behind the wheel you'll usu- 
ally allow that to happen. They must 
have a reason to be in such a hurry. But 
if there’s nobody behind the wheel—it’s 


a self-driving car—and wants to pass, -

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Our Amazing History 
Thomas Edison’s 


Hamptons Failures 


BY DAN RATTINER 


hen Thomas Edison was 34 
years old, he came out to the 
Hamptons. At the time—this was in 
1882—the wealthy summer colony in 
Southampton was about 20 years old 
and some of the great industrialists of 
that age were here. Some were his fi- 
nancial backers. 
“I heard one day down [on the beach] 


in Quogue, Long Island, there were 


immense deposits of black magnetic 
sand,” he told a biographer later in his 
life. “This would be very valuable if 
iron could be separated from the sand. 
So I went to Quogue with one of my as- 
sistants and saw there for miles large 
beds of black sand on the beach in lay- 
ers from 1 to 6 inches thick—hundreds 
of thousands of tons.” 

Beachgoers today know that some- 
times black sand washes up onshore 


covering the brown sand for awhile, 
but then soon washes out again. But 
Edison thought it was it permanent, so 
he built an ore-separating factory right 
there on the beach. There was no zon- 
ing then. 

The factory would use magnets to 
separate the iron filings from the regu- 
lar sand. He thought it would make a 
fortune. 

The fortune never happened, be- 
cause a few days after the operation 
began, a storm came through and the 
black sand got washed back out to sea. 
Edison’s workmen and their foreman 
waited for it to come back, but after a 
few weeks, Edison, back at his head- 
quarters in Menlo Park, N.J., ordered 
the operation shut down. 

Whether Edison came back fre- 
quently for rest and relaxation is not 
known—it was likely he didn’t, so

driven was he to invent and develop 
things—but in 1914 at the age of 67, 
he was back in Riverhead at the opera 
house there (today called the Vail- 
Leavitt Music Hall) to demonstrate his 
latest experiment: talking pictures. He 
was out to make still another fortune. 

By that time, moving pictures had 
been invented, but they were silent. Now 
here came Edison, who had invented 
the phonograph in 1877, determined to 
show that he could link up the sound of 
the actors with the silent movie. 


He was able to synchronize project- 
ing kinetoscopes with “kinetophone” 
phonographs. 

A crowd assembled in the theatre, 
the lights went dim and it worked—at 
least for a little while. But then it went 
out of sync and he had to pause it, read- 
just it, and turn it back on. Ever hear of 
the projecting kinetoscope? Well, that 
didn’t work properly either. 

And today, sometimes at low tide, 
the foundations of Edison’s factory in 
Quogue are still visible. 
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he sun came out Sunday, 
making for a picture-per- 
fect summer day. 

There was not a cloud in the 
sky as I made my way to East 
Hampton to join Dan Rattiner, 
the founder of Dan’s Papers. 

He had arranged for us to sail 
on a yacht out of Gardiners Bay 
across the street from his home. 

From my home in Westhampton, 
its about an hour drive to East 
Hampton—with no traffic! With 
the top down on my convertible 
and the sun warming my soul, 
the trip through farms and forests 
that fill the Springs section of East 
Hampton was a fun one! 

I drove my car right to the 
foot of the approximately 40-foot 
yacht and was greeted by Captain 
Charles and his wife Concierge 
Karen. They welcomed us on 
board and explained the safety pre- 
cautions and the “lay of the land? 
showing us where the bathrooms 
and interior seating were located. 

I gingerly walked to the front of 
the boat to watch as the captain 
carefully navigated us into the open 
waters of the bay. 

I relaxed as I took in the sce- 
nic views of the beautiful, sunny 
day and the captain pointed out 
the East Hampton Point Hotel & 
Marina that was recently acquired 
by Heath Freeman, the presi- 
dent of Alden Global Capital, 
which, after acquiring Tribune 
Publishing, owns the New York 
Daily News. 

EHP Hotel & Marina is where 
we will launch Dan’s Papers Chefs 
of the Hamptons event benefiting 
Guild Hall on June 24. I recent- 
ly had dinner there, and it looks as 
beautiful from the water as it does 
from shore. 
friend 
from Bayside who also lives in 


Lois. Christie, my 
Westhampton, joined me. As we 
lounged on the deck, Karen brought 
us drinks and hors doeuvres to 
hold us until lunch was served. 
About an hour later, we gathered 
around a circular table for lunch 
and to share stories, which offered 
me a chance to talk with Dan and 
his wife Chris Wasserstein, and 
Audrey Fuchsberg and her hus- 
band Dr. Derek Erlander, an

MEETING A GENIUS 

A day earlier, on Saturday, I had 
been invited to a preview of art- 
ist Alexis Rockman’s exhibition at 
Guild Hall in East Hampton. 

As I walked on the stone side- 
walk toward the renowned insti- 
tution, I recalled the bittersweet

memory of my late husband Stu’s 
cousin Arthur Fischer exhibiting, 
with great pride, his art at Guild 
Hall’s annual Clothesline Art Sale. 
Yes, clothesline! 

Hundreds of works of art are hung 
there for the buying. Admission is 
free (donations are welcome)—it’s 
a long line to get in but its worth 
the wait to view and buy the art of 
local artists, with half the proceeds 
going to Guild Hall, and the rest to 
the artist ($15 for artists to register 


three pieces). 

What fun it was for Arthur, who, 
after an engineering career, had 
become an artist whose avocation 
was painting collages. He got great 
joy from the fact that several of his 
pieces sold and we had an afterpar- 
ty to celebrate his success! 

But that was many years ago, 
and now I was back to see Alexis’ 
“Shipwrecks” exhibit, which fea- 
tured his oil and watercolor piec- 
es. I instantly fell in love with one 
particular piece, so I asked him if 
we could put it on the front cover 
of Dan's Papers. He agreed, so it will 
appear on the cover soon! 

Alexis was born in New York City 
and his mom briefly worked for 
anthropologist Margaret Mead at 
the American Museum of Natural 
History, where Alexis would spend 
hours looking at the lifelike dio- 
ramas. 

As Alexis spoke to the small gath- 
ering of people, he described how 
his fascination with shipwrecks 
began at an early age, as he became 


interested in their effect on the 
planet and the lives of people who 
traversed the sea. 

But I was most struck by his 
painting of the sinking of the Brig 
Helen. He described how the 
shipwreck bankrupted and killed 
the young brilliant British scien- 
tist Alfred Russel Wallace, who is 
credited with originating the theory 
of evolution before Darwin. 

He had spent four years (1848- 
1852) on a self-funded trip to the 
South American rainforest collect- 
ing hundreds of rare specimens to 
bring back to England. All was lost 
when the Brig Helen caught fire. 
Alexis’ work imagines the enormity 
of the loss. 

I must admit that hearing Alexis’ 
explanation of his art made me feel 
more connected to his work. Each 
piece he discussed opened my eyes 
to details I had missed.

HAMPTONS REAL ESTATE PROPERTY VALUES HAVE INCREASED 30% 


n May 2020, real estate 
industry professionals had ad- 

justed to transacting in a new 
normal, new listings hit the market 
en masse as showing freezes lifted, 
and the buyer demand that we still 
feel today took hold. 

In May 2021, the market saw a 
slight uptick in new listings with a 
3% increase over April, while con- 
tracts signed experienced a 16% 
decline. Yet the median number of 
days to contract decreased 35%, 
hitting an all time low of just 60 
days. Supply dipped 2% for the 
overall market between May 1 and 
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June 1 and has fallen 22% in 2021 
so far, from 961 listings available for 
sale on January 1 to just 753 at the 
start of the summer season. 

Contracts signed increased 26% 
year over year, from 102 to 125 
contracts, but declined 16% from 
April to May. The number of sales 
also declined from April to May by 
18%, from 176 to 145 listings sold. 

Percent differences overall are 
less extreme now than they have 
been in months past and the medi- 
an list, last asking and closing prices 
have, for the most part, aligned. 

For anyone who has been won-

dering what the percent increase in 
property values in the Hamptons is 
as a result of COVID, May is a good 
month for this metric. 

An already improving market 
leading up to COVID, May 2020 


saw the closing of the majority of 
deals that were made just prior to 
and right at the start of COVID that 
had been delayed due to shut- 
downs. Properties closed in May 2020 
for a median 6.81% off the listing 


price, in keeping with historic pre- 
COVID negotiability rates and re- 
flective of the time the deals were 
made. However, the properties that 
went into contract in May 2020 
ultimately closed for a median 
2.61% off the listing prices. Enter 
the buying frenzy. 

Fast forward to May 2021, though 
there is still a way to go, many 
aspects of life, as we were used to it, 
have or are returning to a semblance 
of normal. More of the population 
is getting vaccinated and economic 
forecasts remain positive. Gener- 
ally, things are significantly more 
“normal” and impacts to the market 
today have more to do with COVID 
abating and good economic condi- 
tions than persisting directly related 
negative impacts. Builders may 
argue this point, but the increases in 
building material costs began prior 
to and were only exacerbated by 
COVID. May 2021 also saw a higher 
percentage of listings return to the 
market that had previously been 
listed than any other month of 2021 
so far. 

How much have Hamptons 
property values increased as a 
result of the pandemic? The me- 
dian sold price increased 29% 
from $1,878,750 in May 2020 to 
$2,425,000 in May 2021. Consider- 
ing properties going into contract 
in May are doing so at a faster rate 
than April and, from what brokers 
report, for continued record prices, 
Hamptons Market Data believes 
that overall, Hamptons property 
values improved around 30% over 
the course of the worst parts of the 
pandemic. 

New listings coming to the market 
are trending up when broken down 
on a weekly basis, and it looks like 
supply could be stabilizing, as the 
percent decreases in supply month 
to month have been lessening. 
However, the number of contracts 
signed in the month of May were still 
proportionately high compared to 
years past, even higher than in May 
2020. 

A closer look at specific areas 
and price points over the last three 
months shows that activity on 
properties priced $10 million-plus 
has increased. Appropriately, the 
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odds of selling in Bridgehampton, 
Sagaponack and Water Mill, areas 
that are known for their larger South 
of the Highway estates, have also 
increased. The $3—9.99 million price 
points have remained fairly consis- 
tent overall month to month in 2021, 
while the less than $3 million price 
point has experienced a recent slight 
decline in activity. 

However, the context matters. 
When measured against supply, and 
in the context of local market condi- 


tions, it is more likely that activity for 
properties below $3 million is stalling 
due to lack of adequate supply more 
than being a reflection of the overall 
desire to purchase at these prices. 
It’s also worth mentioning that, as 
overall pricing continues to increase, 
there are fewer and fewer properties 
even valued below $1 million. 

The median days from list to con- 
tract was 60 days in May, whereas 
April had a median 92 days to 
contract. For more perspective, May 


2020, the month that we first saw 
Hamptons properties flying off the 
shelves, had a median 223 days to 
contract. It is worthwhile to note 
that May 2020 offered more older 
inventory than exists today. 

Properties in all price points, that 
are priced in keeping with recently 
sold comparable properties, are 
trading faster and for more money 
than at any other time in living 
memory. 

Sellers, while still reaching for high 
list prices, are also responding to the 
market, evidenced by more proper- 
ties priced under $5 million closing 
for 10% or more off the list price 
than have in recent months. Real es- 
tate agents have also seen an uptick 
in price reduction email notices from 
fellow colleagues. It seems that 
holding out for more has become 
less comfortable. 

The buyer demand in 2020 that 
became known as a “frenzy,” while 
still strong, has shifted to a calmer 
and more calculated demand over 
the course of the spring. Buyers who 
are clearer on what they're looking 
for are asking more questions dur- 
ing the purchase process, making 
more requests during negotiations, 
and are willing to wait if the right 
property or deal doesn’t present 
itself. But, according to brokers, they 
are committed to purchasing in the 
Hamptons. 

This shift in demand and increase 
in price reductions does not indicate 
that prices are or will go down, but 
rather that sellers who initially were 
overambitious in their pricing are 
more motivated today to capitalize 
on continued strong demand while 
it lasts. 

If positive economic conditions 
and the return to normalcy persist, 
Hamptons Market Data believes 

there is still strong evidence to sug- 
gest that while buying activity overall 
may continue to decline to normal 
market levels, pricing looks likely to 
continue to increase, even if only 
incrementally, going into summer 
2021.

McAllister says. “We'll design it 

with them and then we'll build it. 
We'll use our salvage yard for our 
materials, so we can go out and just 
kind of cull through our inventory 
and use what’s appropriate.” 

The options feel almost limitless, 
and McAllister and Ganguzza 
continue to evolve their approach. 
“I started building birdhouses in late 
1999-2000 just as a hobby, and 
I used plain materials to do that 

.. then I built a bench, and that 
turned into a cabinet, then that 
turned into a table, and then we 
started doing antiques. And then 
that turned into adding the painted 
furniture,” McAllister says, recalling 
the early days when he was still a 
Southampton Town police officer, 
followed by three years working 
as an estimator for Ocean Electric, 
before risking it all to run their shop 
full time. 

McAllister started part-time in 
Speonk for a couple years, but his 
job eventually forced him to put 
that dream aside. When he retired 
from the police department in 
2006, he ended up even busier 
at Ocean Electric, so he had to let 
that go, too. “That was a big step, I 
was doing well there—I had a nice 
position there,” he says, adding, “It 
was /0-80-hour weeks, so it was a 
very stressful position. It was hard, 
but easy to make that decision.” 

In 2009, with no other job to 
hold him back, McAllister opened 
the first In the Attic Too in Laurel, 
followed by the Red Salvage Barn 
in Jamesport five years later. “I ran 
the Red Salvage Barn where we did 
all the custom builds and the demo 
work—the architectural salvage,” he 
says, noting that his daughter then 
joined him as a business partner to 
run the Laurel shop and paint the 
furniture. 

They finally consolidated 
everything at the Peconic location 
in October 2020, and it turned 
out to be an excellent decision. 
Since coming to Peconic, McAllister 
and Ganguzza say they’ve been 
“overwhelmingly, outstandingly” 
busy. “It was a great move,” he says.

Today, all aspects of In the Attic 
Too are in high demand. People 
come for salvage, raw items for 
their builds and all kinds of custom 
projects. 

“Lately a lot of people are 
embracing colors and really fully 
changing pieces instead of what we 
used to do, which is just one color 
and paint the piece,” McAllister 
explains. “It used to be where we’d 
just take a dresser and paint it white, 
but now it’s evolved into multi-colors 
and combinations, and wallpaper 
inserted, hardware changes.” He 
also points out that they get regular 
requests for reclaimed wood, which 
is all sourced locally, for fireplace 
mantles, shiplap walls, wrapping 
exposed beams and a number 
of other applications. 

“Our customers really 
appreciate that their farm 
table was made out of a barn 
that came off of Indian Neck 
Lane, right down the road,” 
McAllister says, noting that 
they do the physical labor 
of deconstructing old wood 
buildings in exchange for the 
wood. “We'll save them three 
or four 30-yard dumpsters, so 
they’re saving $2,000-3,000 on 
dumpster fees, and they also 
feel good they get to repurpose 
their materials,” he continues, 
pointing out that some barn 
owners feel pangs of regret 


dismantling historic structures, so 
they've come up with ways to ease 
that discomfort. “Often we'll build 
them something—we'll build a 
table out of that material or some 
benches, a picture frame, barn 
doors, things like that.” 

Since opening in Peconic, 
McAllister’s wife, and Ganguzza’s 
mother, Sue McAllister, has moved 
her candle-making business into the 
building. “She felt a little left out a 
few years ago,” he says. “She felt 
like she wanted to do something 
other than paint furniture, so she 
learned how to make candles at 
home.” Now her hand-poured, soy 
candle business is another part of 
the In the Attic Too experience. 


Ganguzza’s husband and her 
sister also work there. It’s truly a 
family affair, and they try to make 
customers feel just as welcome. 
“We try to keep our prices fair. I 
learned early on in the business, 
the idea is to sell everything at an 
affordable price so that people 
are happy, and then the next time 
you come back you're guaranteed 
to see all new stuff because we've 
turned over the inventory so fast,” 
McAllister says. “It might be worth 
$300, but I might have to wait nine 
months for that to sell for $300. 
We turn it over quick [by selling for 
much less]. They’re happy and we're 
happy because we love buying 
stuff. It’s a fun cycle.”

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Florence Fabricant: 


An Illustrious New York Food Writer’s Life

lorence Fabricant is a storied food 
writer, having begun her career 
writing for The East Hampton Star be- 
fore moving on to a highly successful, 
ongoing run at The New York Times. 
Her Hamptons connections go all the 
way back to her childhood, exploring 
the beach with friends and family. 
Fabricant’s Hamptons heritage is 
what has helped drive her love of food 
and success, and she has been a true 
East Ender since she was a young girl. 
“I’ve been coming to this area since I 
was 12 years old,” Fabricant says, not- 
ing that the beach is what kept her 
coming back. “One of my close school 
friends had a house on Gin Lane in 
Southampton, so I would visit her 
there and then my parents, when I was 
in high school, rented in Westhamp- 
ton and then when I got married my 
husband had been going to Fire Island

says. 


and I wasn’t interested in Fire Island, 
felt it was too limited, so we started 
coming out to Westhampton and re- 
ally started exploring the area. We 
realized we didn’t like Westhampton 
that much, and visited friends in Wa- 
ter Mill and friends in East Hampton 
and wound up in Wainscott and rent- 
ed for a few years then built a house 
which we occupied for 10-12 years and 
then sold because we outgrew it. We've 
been where we are now ever since, 
which has been since 1977.” 

Fabricant’s food writing career be- 
gan, surprisingly, out of frustration. 
After her kids were old enough to go to 
school full-time, Fabricant wanted to 
go back to work, but rather than return 
to her previous work in marketing and 
advertising research, found a different 
calling. “I started at The East Hamp- 
ton Star mainly out of frustration, be- 
cause I knew whose house had a card 
table set out front where you could buy 
great tomatoes and I knew enough to 
go to the Green Thumb—and in those 
days it took 10 minutes, not an hour. 
I knew that Mrs. [Sharon] Bistrian 
sold her corn near the firehouse. To 
go into the A&P and see people buy- 
ing these pale, hard tomatoes in their 
plastic package in the middle of sum- 
mer or balls of iceberg lettuce infuri- 
ated me!” she says. “And I grew up in 
a family where my mother was a good 
cook. My parents were foodies back in 
those days. They went to all the new 
restaurants, so food has always been 
something I did and was interested in. 
I lived in Europe and that was part of 
it, too, and I decided that somebody’s 
got to wake these people up, so I wrote 
a column about in the Star.” 

From the Star, Fabricant began writ- 
ing pieces for The New York Times. “I 
started doing pieces for their Long Is- 
land section and it gradually became 
more regular and then, after a few 
years, I started doing pieces for living 
and travel and so on and it became 
kind of set in stone,” she says. “I’ve 
always been sort of on the newsbeat 
when it came to food. I started doing 
the restaurant column because one of 
the top editors, Warren Hoge, said that 
I have a nose for news and would I doa 
restaurant column.” 

In writing for The New York Times 
and being a lifelong Hamptonite, 
Fabricant has seen the East End food 
scene evolve and grow. “You turn the 
clock back, and I mean way back, 
there was always a restaurant scene

here,” Fabricant says. “In the days. 


when French restaurants in Manhat- 
tan would close for a month or two 
in summer, which was what their 
practice was in Europe—and why not 
do it here?—you had top French chefs 
coming out here and cooking. There 
was always a food angle here. Over the 
years, just as the area has attracted 
writers and artists, it’s attracted the 
food world, as well.” 


“In terms of restaurants, it’s a very - 


tough business. Particularly out here, 
I don’t care if you're talking about 
Southampton or Sag Harbor, wher- 
ever—youre talking about four months 
and mainly on weekends. The difficulty 
of getting help, housing help...at one 
time it was really tough to get ingre- 
dients. It’s not as difficult now because 
there’s such demand,” Fabricant says. 
“I think restaurateurs increasingly 
have seen their audience moves out 
here and so they follow. I mean, look 
at all the popups. You never had that 
before...And when I hear people say 
that such-and-such restaurant is too 
expensive for out here, you say to them, 
‘Do you realize how much more it costs 
to do a restaurant out here? A lot of res- 
taurants house their help!’ and you get 
those that realize, like the whole Nick 
& Toni’s group, that multiplying their 
presence helps the bottom line. And 
they’ve done it extremely effectively.” 
Fabricant also notes that celebrity 
chef culture has been successful out 


here. “You have a lot of Katie Lees 
moving out here for the summer in 
the same way you would have a movie 
star,” she says. “It’s a great place. I 
think their friends and acquaintances 
and contacts and publicists are out 
here, so why not?” But Fabricant also 
points out that the local professional 
are just as significant. “I think it’s nice 
that you've got celebrity chefs, but at 
the same time there is a lot of home- 
grown talent.” 

In the future, Fabricant hopes to 
see more diversity in the East End 
restaurant industry. “I think what 
they’ve done with Coche Comedor 
[in Amagansett] is commendable,” 
she says. “They seem to have caught 
on. I think that in the future, fingers 
crossed, more of that diversity will 
continue.” And, Fabricant implores, 
“Buy local!”

Recipe: 


Asparagus, Pea and 
Arugula Salad 


THIS WEEK’S RECIPE: ASPARAGUS, PEA AND ARUGULA SALAD. 


Here’s a June salad perfect for the 
moment when peas and asparagus 
appear together at the farm stand. 
It comes together quickly. I make 
my version hyper-local with a gar- 
nish of foraged seaweed (ogo) from 
Oysterponds behind Latham’s farm 
stand in Orient. The seaweed is a 
little lily gilding and is an optional 
ingredient. ~ Ned Baldwin, House- 
man restaurant 


SERVES 4 

4 spears fat asparagus (or more of 
the skinny stuff) 

1 cup sugar snap peas, cut into 1/2 
inch pieces 

1 bunch arugula, washed 

1 tablespoon picked tarragon 
(substitute any soft herb from your 
garden like parsley or basil) 

1 tablespoon white wine vinegar 

2 tablespoons olive oil 

1/4 teaspoon salt 


3 medium radishes 

1 small handful foraged ogo, tri- 
ple-washed (optional) 

Blanche the peas in a quart of wa- 
ter for just as long as it takes them 
to turn brilliant green, about 1 min- 
ute. Remove them to a plate on the 
counter to cool for 5 minutes. I use 
a mandoline to make asparagus rib- 
bons which is cool but is also a little 
dangerous.

Taste and adjust, if necessary, by 
adding a little more salt or vinegar. 
Move the salad to a serving plate 
and shave the radishes on top using 
a grater a microplane. If you opted to 
go wading, finish with the seaweed.

~ SO. I'VE WRITTEN THIS BOOK...” 


As the author of four books, readers 
often ask what motivates me to write. 
Echoing the sentiment of the great 
Maya Angelou who once said, “There 
is no greater agony than bearing an 
untold story inside of you,” I am driven 
by an insatiable desire to create literary 

work which flows undeterred through 
my conscience until it is published. This 
is my motivation, but with my latest 
book a greater purpose emerged which 
I could never have foreseen. : 
____ To be sure, the need to capture the 
_ grim history detailed in my new book 
_ Long Island Migrant Labor Camps: 
Dust for Blood was unavoidable. It 
covers the calamitous migratory labor 


system that gave rise to hundreds of- 


slum-like labor camps that dominated 
much of Long Island, less than 100 
miles from New York City, for more 
than half a century. The book fully 
chronicles the dramatic effects upon 
the inhabitants of those camps, most 
of whom were Black farmworkers from 
U.S. southern states, during what is 
known as “The Great Migration,” who 
faced abuse, economic exploitation 
and were forced to reside in rundown 
shacks that were occasionally ravished 
by deadly fires which left the charred 
bodies of men, women and children. It

also features the heroic efforts 
of several outspoken critics who 
protested the deplorable conditions of 
these camps and fought to improve the 
lot of migrant workers on Long Island. 
So, I’ve written this book and it is by 
far my most important work to date. 
When I began this journey, I didn’t re- 


_alize that this history was never written 


about in any comprehensive way and 
even worse, it was nearly lost forever. 
This frustrated me because it occurred 
in a region renowned for the preserva- 
tion of its history, including informa- 
tion on the arrival of the first settlers, 
the advent of the railroad, deadly hur- 
ricanes, and even the estimated age of 
giant oak trees! This enigma begs the 
question: how can a history, which 
adversely affected so many people for 
so long, have never been meaningfully 
written about before? 

Presumably, since this is a dark 
part of New York’s agricultural his- 
tory, those in power deemed it best left 
untold. Or worse, perhaps no one else 
cared or had the wherewithal to com- 
mit to such an important task. The pre- 
cise reason may never be known, but 
the absence of any substantial literary 
coverage on the history of the Long Is- 
land labor camps had a profound effect 
on me. I clearly felt the forces of histo- 
ry urging me along, and it gave rise to 


a moral and professional ob- 
ligation that I could not ignore. 

After all, if we lack the resolve to pre- 
serve history, then it truly disappears, 
leaving an irreplaceable void within 
us all. I was determined to not let that 
happen. That, together with the impor- 
tant subject matter, forged the indomi- 
table motivation for me to complete 
this project. 

So, I’ve written this book, but it has 
turned out to be much more. It is the 
resurrection of a history that was very 
nearly lost to the annals of time. Today 
it is a part of the permanent histori- 
cal record of New York, and I cannot 
fathom a more worthy endeavor to be 
a part of.

103 MAIN STREET, WESTHAMPTON BEACH - AN HISTORICAL LANDMARK, BUILT IN 1895 IS OPEN AND THRIVING WITH FIVE SHOPS

ot many people can say their 
former landlord was Ina Garten 
or that they helped save a landmark 
building, but for Susan Assalti it’s all 
part of the history of the storefront 


building she bought from Garten 27 
years ago at 103 Main Street in Wes- 


-thampton Beach, which currently 


houses five local shops. 

The original Barefoot Contessa store 
first opened for business in 1978 next 
door, at 108 Main Street—an anniver- 


sary that recently prompted Garten to 
post a photo and share the memory on 
her Instagram. 

“Forty-three years ago today, I start- 
ed my career in food in this tiny (400 
square foot!) specialty food store in 
Westhampton Beach,” she posted on 


June 3. “OMG it’s been a crazy and fun 
ride! > 

“The first day in the store, we 
grossed $87 (before expenses!) and 
we thought it was a disaster. But Fri- 
day was Memorial Day weekend (in 
the Hamptons!) and it turned out to

be a very different story. We stayed 
up cooking and baking all night and I 
remember thinking how happy I was!” 

If Garten was happy with her new 
venture, her growing legion of foodie 
fans were even happier, as the Bare- 
foot Contessa became the gourmet 
food shop on the East End. 

Three years later, she moved Cont- 
essa to 103 Main Street in Westhamp- 
ton Beach. Along the way, Garten pur- 
chased the building and divided it into 
five stores, serving as the landlord to 
various shops, even after she vacated 
the space where the Barefoot Contessa 
had been. 

So how did the Assalti’s get involved? 
In the 1990s the Assaltis, who always 
loved being near the water, were rent- 
ing in Westhampton and constantly 

“traveling back and forth” from their 
home in Lattingtown when Susan's 
son Lenny Messina became interested 
in. the Haagen-Dazs ice cream shop 
_ at 103 Main Street. He purchased the 

business through a broker and started 
paying rent to Garten. And that got 

Susan Assalti thinking. 

“T said, ‘You know, it might be: a good 
idea for us to look into this building 
and see if this is for sale’,” says Assalti, 
who co-owned with her husband Da- 


vid several businesses, including a wa-- 


terfront restaurant in Bayville and a 
. salon in Locust Valley before the fam- 
ily decided to move out east and settle 
in Remensburg in 2002. 

_ About a year after her son bought 
Haagen Dazs, Assalti approached the 


Barefoot Contessa. 


“] said to Ina, ‘If you are ever inter- 
ested in selling the business, please 
contact me, and she said, ‘Oh I am 


interested,” recalls Assalti. “It just so 


happened that at that time she was 
in negotiations for her East Hampton 
store. She was living in East Hampton 
and I think she was glad to be moving 
on and selling it. I knew that she knew 
it needed a lot of work.” 

The Assalti’s bought the building 
from Garten in 1994. According to Su- 
san, the storefront window was so bad 
it was “bowing out” but they bought 
it anyway because David, who was 
skilled in constuction, could fix it. 

“That’s what he always did, he reno- 
vated old buildings and was very good 
at it,” says Susan. “I would get involved 
and decorate and then we would sell 
them. We love to buy and sell and fix 
real estate.” 

Even though at the time it basdsd 
work, the Assalti’s thought 103 Main 
Street, with its architectural features, 
was “the nicest looking building on the 
block—just beautiful,” says Susan. 

Susan also thought it would be a 
good investment since the family “al- 
ready had a business in the building.” 


She was right. Today she estimates 
their investment has increased in val- 
ue close to 500%. 

Constructed in 1895, the building 
was purchased by Moses Weixenbaum 
in 1902 and became Weixenbaum’s 
Market. For the most part,. it has 
housed several markets including the 
Royal Scarlett, W. Heins Meat Market, 
the Westhampton Quogue Market and 
the Barefoot Contessa. 

The 4,000-square-foot building 
currently houses five shops: Messina 
Jewelry, Haagen Dazs, Sugar Daddy’s 
toy store, 103 Bambino’s Pizza, and 
Mambo Café.- 

“For the most part everybody gets 
along,” says Assalti. “That’s very im- 
portant. When we rent to someone, 
we let them know the dynamics of the 


building, that everyone needs to get 


along.“ 

The building happens to back up to 
boats on the canal. 

“In summer, people are always pull- 
ing up on their boats and grabbing an 
ice cream or a Slice of pizza,” says As- 
salti. “The nice thing is the town put 
tables right by the dock so people can 
grab and sit.” 

But it’s the front of the building ie 
drew in the couple. 

“We love the tin architecture,” says 
Susan. “In fixing it, David removed 
and then put back all of the original 
tin,” she recalls proudly. 

Susan is the buyer and designer of 
Messina Jewelry and her son Lenny 
Messina and his wife and partner 
Nicole Messina own the store. The 
Messina’s also own Haagen-Dazs and

owner, she is grateful to be open again 
and back in business after a difficult 
year. 

“We got through it... We worked with 
our tenants and our tenants worked 
with us,” she says. “I am fortunate.” 

At Messina, Susan sells “only. Amer- 
gold, diamonds, 
silver and some costume jewelry. “I 
call it affordable luxury,” she says. “I 
really shop it out and make sure that it 
is price points that people can afford.” 

The many longtime customers who 
walk into 103 Main Street “are like 
family,” says Assalti. 

“We have kids that used to shop in 
the toy store, now they work at Haagen 
Dazs,” says Assalti. “We have watched 
these kids grow up and now they have 
children and their children are shop-

ping in the toy store. It’s terrific.” 

In terms of the current state of the 
village, Assalti says she sees “a great 
change” and thinks “it is all for the 
positive.” 

“Now that they have done the town 
over and they've improved every- 
thing,” she says. “I see it is very fam- 
ily oriented, a lot of people with young 
children, it’s very safe there, you feel 
comfortable ... the people who came 
here during COVID, they’re not leav- 
ing ... the first thing people say is they 
don’t have to drive another two hours 
to get to Montauk or East Hampton on 
that one road. You get off the express- 
way and you're here.” 

As a longtime business owner and 

commercial real estate investor, As- 
salti is optimistic for the future. 
_ “The town is definitely growing,” she 
says. “We are getting quite a few new 
businesses ... I think next year we are 
going to get more restaurants once the 
sewers go in. It’s a big job, it’s huge, 
but you can thank [Westhampton 
Beach Mayor] Maria Moore for that...I 
can’t commend Maria and the board 
enough. They have done a great job 
and have done so much for the town.” 

And though the Assalti’s like to buy 
and sell real estate, their investment 
in 103 Main Street seems to be for the 
long haul. 

“The most gratifying thing is I come 
in in the morning and I look at the 
building and I say, ‘I am so blessed 
to be able to have this and to have the 
wonderful community I live in and 
be able to work five minutes from my 
home,” says Assalti. 

“And that we saved a landmark,” she 
says with a smile. “That makes me feel 
good.”

BOATING

S etting sail on a new boat of your 

own may prove tricky this sum- 
mer, as pent-up demand for vessels 
this vacation season has left many 
mariners up the creek without a pad- 


_ Since a wave of consumer demand 


and sinking supply levels have made 
purchasing new watercraft difficult for 
the boating public, the increased inter- 
est has spilled over into the motor boat 
rental and charter industry as well. 

“Our boating club is already half 
sold out,” said Joe Ialacci, CEO of Sag 
Harbor-based Yacht Hampton, a luxu- 
ry boat rental company that has more 
than 30 multimillion-dollar yachts 
available for private chartered excur- 
sions. “We are seeing the perfect storm 
in our business: Increase in demand, 
less availability of boats for purchase 
due to. manufacturing and shipping 
delays, and decreased availability of 
slips for dockage.” 


As Dan’s Papers has reported, de- 
mand has spiked and supply is short 
on the East End and beyond for ev- 
erything from cars to housing—both 
in the rental market and for people 
looking to buy. The trend comes as 
tourism season returns to Long Island 
and New York State is largely lifting 
restrictions that had been imposed 
to curb the spread of the coronavirus 
pandemic. 

“Inventory levels of new boats are 
the leanest they’ve ever been, and 
boats.are being sold as soon as they 
hit the marketplace as manufacturers 
work to fulfill the backlog of orders,” 
said Vicky Yu, senior director of busi- 
ness intelligence for National Marine 
Manufacturers Association (NMMA). 
“Boat builders continue facing supply 
side- constraints, and the challenge 
ahead will be keeping leads evergreen 
as inventories get replenished and life 
returns to normal.” 

Sales of boats and related products 


were up 9% last year over 2019, hitting 
a 13-year national high of $47 billion, 
and the number of first-time boat buy- 
ers was also up 10%—the first increase 
in a decade, according to the NMMA. 

Citing that influx of rookie boat- 
ers, local officials recently reminded 
the public that Brianna’s Law went 
into effect on January 1, requiring all 
operators of motorized watercraft to 
complete a_ state-approved boating 
safety course by the year 2025. Under 
this law, new age groups are gradu- 
ally added to those required to carry 
a boater card. 

“What would otherwise be a minor 
emergency or inconvenience on land, 
can turn into a dire situation on the 
water if you're not prepared,” said Act- 
ing Suffolk Police Commissioner Stu 
Cameron. “Take that safety course 
even if it’s not required. You'll defi- 
nitely learn something and it will help 
you be more safe.” 

Others looking to enjoy a day on 


of Demand Makes it Harder to Rock a Boat 


the water are sticking with charters 
to avoid rookie mistakes by having a 
licensed captain do all the navigating 
for them. And it’s not just the yacht set 
that’s seeing an increase. So too are 
the fishing charter boats. 

A new study from FishingBooker 
finds that the charter fishing industry 
in Montauk saw its bookings grow by 
138%, making it the seventh-fastest- 
growing spot in the nation and No. 1 
in the state. 

“I knew that were in a resilient 
industry, but when the lockdowns 
started, we weren’t sure how it was 
all going to pan out for our captains 
and us,” says Vukan Simic, CEO of 
FishingBooker. “As it turns out, fish- 
ing is pretty pandemic-proof: it’s easy 
to social distance on a boat, you're out 
in the open, and hygiene standards 
are already really high.

Its founder, Peter Marmorato Jr., 
recently spoke with us about the lat- 
est trends in restoration, what sets his 
company apart and unique issues fac- 
ing the East End. 


What inspired you to found 
Cornerstone Restorations? 

I was the lead guy for what used to 
be the main company that services the 
Hamptons and New York City and I re- 
ally disagreed with how they did busi- 
ness, the behind-the-scenes stuff and 
how they treated customers. I thought 
it was very unfair. And I just wanted to 
develop and build something that one 
day I would be very proud of and that 


employees would be very proud to be 
a part of. 


How did you get started in this 
line of work? 
My background is manufacturing 
gravestones. I’m a third-, or fourth-* 
or fifth-generation stone carver. I 


still have the monument company as | 


well, it’s based out of Kings Park. The 
industry took a hit because China 
started importing manufactured 
stones much cheaper than our actual 
cost was to manufacture. So I wound 
up working for a company, I went to 
give them temporary help for a month 
or two and it wound up being for 10 
years. About eight years in is when I 
knew I was going to go out on my own 
at some point. 


What sets your company apart 


. from the competition? 


The way we service our custom- 
ers, the services that we offer and the 
training that I do for myself and all my - 
guys. On the services part, everything 


we do, we do in-house, as far as stone 
restoration, repair and maintenance, 
including masonry—interior and exte- 
rior. We're capable of every stone finish 
on site or in the shop. We do not sub 
out work. All of the other companies 
sub out a good part of their work. As 
for the education part, myself and all 
of my employees for all of the products 


-we use I either have product training 


done at the shop for the manufacturer 
or we go to their facilities for training. 
We do not use products that we are not 
qualified and trained with. 


What new trends are you see- 
ing in the industry? 

More exotic and temperamen- 
tal stones being used outside and 
inside, and more _ complicated 
finishes to mimic and be able to 
refinish. And with that I mean a 
thermal finish, a brushed thermal 
finish, which is basically textured 
finishes, whereas brushed, antiqued, 
leathered—they’re all basically the 
same, sand blasted with a brushed 


technique over it, flamed with a brush 
technique over it, saw-cut finishes and 
chisel finishes. 


What unique issues do you 
face operating on the East End? 

Because of the amount of snow, the 
big thing that I’m seeing this year are 
rusted scrape marks across the. pave- 
ment, especially front entrances, from 
metal shovels. It’s really damaging the 
stone, which we're able to repair. But 
it’s very costly and totally unneces- 
sary. As far as stones being used, it’s 
just a lot more limestones and marbles 
being used for exterior as opposed to 
interior. The classification of stone, or 
cost, expense-wise, of what people are 
using outside is more expensive than 
what other people could ever afford, 
but that’s the Hamptons for you.

¢¢ Ff just love ticks,” said no one, ever. . 

However, they are a natural, 
if disgusting, part of life on the East 
End, and with more people choosing 
to live out here, and engaging in more 
outdoor activities due to the pandem- 
ic, the alpha-gal red meat allergy is on 
the rise. 

Southampton rock-star allergist Dr 
Erin McGintee was on the team that 
helped to identify this dreaded dis- 
ease, transmitted from one of these 
nasty bloodsuckers—the Lone Star 
tick, to be exact—lodging its snoot 
into your skin for a prolonged period 
of time. For some people, being bitten 
by a Lone Star tick leads to what has 
been dubbed “alpha-gal,” an allergy 
to red meat. 

In fact, on the East End, it’s com- 
mon, when someone professes not to 
eat meat, to ask them, “Do you have 
alpha-gal?” more than “Are you a veg- 
etarian?” 

Imagine being at a barbecue, eat- 
ing a burger, and in the middle of the 
night having your throat close up and 
not knowing why. Although alpha- 
gal does not always cause such a dra- 
matic anaphylactic reaction, it can, 
and can even lead to death in some 
instances. 

And, according to Dr. McGintee, 
there has been a significant increase 
in diagnosed cases of alpha-gal over 
the past year. Normally, she sees 
around 60 new cases a year. However, 
this past year she diagnosed 91 cases — 
a likely combo of more people living on 
the East End and recreating outside, 
due to Covid, more patient awareness 
(which is a good thing!), and—sorry to 
be the bearer of bad news—more Lone 
Star ticks. 

In spite of the name, the ticks don’t 
come from Tickses—I mean, Texas. 
They're called Lone Star for the yellow 
dot on their backs, and unlike their 
cousins—the familiar dog and deer 
ticks, best known for Rocky Mountain 
Spotted Fever and Lyme Disease, re- 
spectively—these ticks are fast. 

“The Lone Star tick population on

the East End of Long Island is explod- 
ing and residents need to be aware of 
the issue,” says Brian Kelly of East End 
Tick & Mosquito Control. “Lone Star 
ticks are very aggressive and don’t wait 
to quest for a blood meal, like the deer 
tick. Lone Star ticks move quickly and 
they are attracted to carbon dioxide 
that our bodies are giving off. Most 
East Enders don’t realize the dangers 
of ticks in their own backyard,” he 
says. ‘ 

So what’s a person to do? “The most 
effective way to reduce the tick popu-

lation on your property is to spray 
monthly from April through Novem- 
ber. Remember to keep your grass cut 
short, don’t overwater your plants and 
shrubs and keep a tick repellent on 
you at all times,” says Kelly. A natural 
method of repelling ticks, according to 
the local holistic health community, is 
to ingest garlic tablets or capsules on a 
regular basis as well. 

And as if these creatures weren't 
repulsive enough, Kelly shares this: 
“Ticks are not insects, although they 
are often mistaken for them. Ticks

are actually classified as arachnids, 
or relatives of spiders, scorpions and 


mites. If you look closely at a tick when — 


identifying it, it kind of resembles a 
spider with its four pairs of legs and 
lack of antennae.” But, he admits, they 
are kind of in a class all their own. 
Bloodsuckers who hate garlic? 


Sound familiar? Clearly, we are under 


an insectile vampire invasion, and 
Brian Kelly is our'Van Helsing.

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All-Star Attorney Sandy Rubenstein

ASS Sanford “Sandy” Ruben- 
tein, senior partner at the Brook- 
lyn-based law firm of Rubenstein & 
Rynecki, is one of the most iconic and 
well-respected attorneys in the New 
York legal landscape. His body of work 
in the courtroom and in the public 
eye reads like a storybook. He has 
been constantly seen as a voice for the 
voiceless, an advocate for the under- 
represented—more literally—a fierce 
and revered attorney for all. 

Sanford Rubenstein is a regular 
name on the pages of the New York 
City tabloids as well as The New York 
Times, frequently on the front cover 
of amNewYork Metro; some would 
say an attorney who practices in the 
court of public opinion. For the past 
several decades, you may have heard 
him comment on his cases on all of 
the New York news networks as well as 
CNN, MSNBC, and FOX News Chan- 
nel. He also has appeared as a regular 
panelist on FOX’s The Strategy Room, 
as well as Law & Crime, which recently 
covered the George Floyd trial. 

“What we do as lawyers is to obtain 
for our clients a maximum award, for 
the damage they suffered, for which 
they are entitled.,” he says. “But, more 
importantly, we fight for change so 
what happens to one victim does not 
happen to another. That’s very impor- 
tant to the victims’ families.” 

Rubenstein has represented more 
than 20 families who have lost their 
loved ones at the hands of police in New 
York City, as well as countless matters 
in which victims have suffered from 
police brutality, such as Abner Louima. 
He is a man of many hats. He and his 
team also recently secured a $62-mil- 
lion medical malpractice verdict in New 
York State Supreme Court in Brooklyn. 

Any way you look at it, Rubenstein 
has made his mark in the legal com- 
munity, particularly in the fight for 
social justice in New York. 

“I recently had the honor of testi- 
fying before the International Com- 
mission on Systematic Racist Police 
Violence Against People of Color in 
the United States,” he says. “The com- 
mission found that, in America, ‘black 
people are targeted ... maimed and 
killed by law enforcement officers with 
impunity.’ 

“And, right now, in the United States 
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Congress, we are trying to get change 
here in America,” he continued. “We 
are fighting to get the George Floyd 
Justice in Policing Act made into law... 
so we don’t see the type of tragedy that 
we saw in the killing of George Floyd.” 
Rubenstein “is a native New Yorker 
born in Brooklyn, the place in which 
he has spent his whole career prac- 
ticing law. From humble beginnings, 
Rubenstein proudly recounts his story 
from “the projects to the penthouse.” 
As a child, his family lived in the Ra- 
venswood housing project in Queens, 
where he.went through public school. 
“I grew up until 14 in the housing 
projects in Long Island City, Queens,” 
he says. “After my family decided they 
wanted to get out of the projects, live a 
better life, they bought a small house 
in Rockland County ... The lawyer 
who represented my family was a fel- 
low named Arnold Becker. I was so 
impressed by the way my father and 
mother respected this man, and lis- 
tened to his advice. It opened my mind 
to the idea of becoming a lawyer.” 
Sanford started his collegiate career 
at Rockland Community College, from 
which he went on to receive his B.A. 
Cum Laude from SUNY Oswego, com- 
pleted an MBA at Baruch College, and 


then went on to Brooklyn Law School 
at night while teaching public school 
in Harlem during the day. This was the 
seed of a prolific legal career. 

Starting at a storefront law office in 
Bedford-Stuyvesant, he became the 
person to call for victims of injustice 
and quickly developed a larger-than- 
life persona. Having for many years 
been seen alongside Rev. Al Sharpton, 
president of the National Action Net- 
work, in recent years you have likely 
seen him fighting for justice with both 
Rev. Kevin McCall, of the Crisis Action 
Center in Brooklyn and Hawk New- 
some, the chair of Black Lives Matter- 
Greater New York. 

His heart-wrenching accounts on be- 
half of his clients have often shone light 
on the distance that American society 
needs to come before we can have justice 
for all. 

After all these years and countless 
hours advocating for victims, he has 
found his “retreat” in the Hamptons. 

“I had decided that I wanted a place 
that could be a getaway for me, so to 
speak,” he says. “There were a number 
of places I considered. I decided that the 
Hamptons were the right choice—the 
beach, the ocean, the horses, the cows, 
the vegetable fields—it was just so amaz- 


ing that I absolutely fell in love with ev- 
erything the East End has to offer. 

“I had asked a friend of mine who 
had a home in the Hamptons ‘where 
should I look?’ and he said, ‘between 
Water Mill and Bridgehampton, south 
of the highway,” he continued. “I 
was fortunate, at that time, to find a 
modern-style house that I now call my 
home in the Hamptons.” 

And no matter how much Ruben- 
stein loves the city streets and the 
bright lights, he sees our East End oa- 
sis as his escape. 

“It’s an amazing retreat to decom- 
press:from the work that I do, which 
is very stressful, very important to me 
and, at the same time, makes a dif- 
ference, I hope,” he says. “I love going 
to the local farms, like Babinski’s for 
their fresh fish and Fairview Farms at 
Mecox, particularly for their pies and 
Challahs. For dinner, I love Pierre’s in 
Bridgehampton and Tutto il Giorno in 
Sag Harbor. 

“I so much love the life out here, and 
nothing gives me more pleasure than 
to see my three grandsons enjoy it as 
well,” Rubenstein concluded.
